‘To take picturcs with your camera, make sure the camera is powered on 
and the camera is in the correct inode (i.e. picture taking mode if you want 
totake pictures, video mode if you want fe recoré a video). 

Frame your subject through the viewfinder and press the Shutter button 
totake apicture, 

When you snap a picture, your camera takes about one second to process 
and will beep once when the process is completed. The picture counter on 
the LCD status will increase by 1.

Solution: The camera docs aot hove a built-in flash, Make sure to take 
pictures where thore is adequate lighting, Hold the camera 
steady to prevent the camera from moving when taking 
picture. Ensure that the macro/landscape switch on the side 
of the camera isin the correct position 

blem: The pictures are lost from the camera when the battery 

is discharged or low. 

Solution: When using only the camera's internal memory, make sureto 
always heve enough battery power since tas camere utilizes 
SDRAM, which is volatile memory. If there is net enough 
power or the battery is removed for longer than 3 seconds, 
the pictures will be lost from the camera. Make sure to always 
download your pictures as soon as possible or replace the 
battery with new one after you have downloaded the pictures 
ifthe batteries are low. 
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Problem: The camera doesn't tum on or the battery drains too quickly. 

Solution:Make sure that you press and hold the Made button dows for 3 
seconds to turn the camera on.

The camera utilizes SDRAM, which 
requires constant power to store the pictures in the camera's 
internal On-Board memory. When not taking pictures, remove 
the AAA battery from the camera to prevent the baitery from

The SD memory card is not detected by the camera 

Solution: The SD memory card brand may not be compatible or the SD 
memory card may he damaged. Make sure that you have 
inserted the SD memory card completely into the camera and 
in the proper direction. Ifthis doesa't help, tcy using « differ 
8D memory card.
